King  Threatens  Birmingham  Officials 
With  More  Desegregation  Demands 


BIRMINGHAM,  Ala.,  (UPI) 
City  officials  reacted  angrily 
Sunday  to  desegregation  demands 
and  demonstration  threats  by  Dr. 
Martin  Luther  King,  Jr. 

They  said  most  of  the  demands 
sought  by  the  integration  leader 
had  already  been  met. 

ONE  COUNCILMAN  warned 
that  King  would  be  arrested  if 
necessary,  to  break  up  the  threat 
of  any  new  demonstration  that 
would  throw  the  city  headlong 
into  more  racial  turmoil. 

Council  member  George  Seibels 
said  a four-point  ultimatum  is- 
sued by  King  last  week  was  “ill- 


conceived  ana  >jould  result  in  ev- 
en more  vengeance,  hate  and 
bloodshed.  If  he  thinks  he’s  com- 
ing into  our  city  and  threatening 
our  people  with  demonstrations, 
he’d  better  wise  up.” 

“I  will  not  tolerate  this  even  if 
it  means  King  going  to  jail,”  he 
said.  Seibels  is  chairman  of  the 
council’s  Public  Safety  Commit- 
tee which  advises  on  police  de- 
partment matters. 

KING  HAS  SAID  he  would 
recommend  new  demonstrations 
in  the  Steel  City  unless  the  racial 
climate  improved  soon.  He  said  he 
would  travel  to  Birmingham  some

Sets  Mark 

Enrollment  at  Brigham  Young 
University  has  exceeded  15,000  for 
an  all-time  record,  it  was 
nounced  Saturday  by  President 
Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

Registration  of  regular  dajdime 
students  at  the  end  of  business 
Friday  was  over  14,000  and  even- 
ing school  reported  another  2,209 
signups  of  which  1,153  are  exclu- 
sively evening  students. 

President  Wilkinson  said  the 
day-time  enrollment  is  1,948  more 
than  on  the  corresponding  date 
last  year,  and  the  total  for  fall 
semester  reached  12,399.  All  of 
these  figures  are  expected  to  rise 
because  late  students  may  regis- 
ter until  October  11.

In  the  broadcast  Ben  Bella  ac- 
cused “subversive  elements”  of 
leading  the  demonstrators  and  at- 
tacked El  Hadj  as  an  “adventur- 
er.” 

The  demonstration  allegedly 
was  led  by  FFS  chairman  Hocine 
Ait  Ahmed,  a former  Vice  Pre- 
mier who  broke  last  month  with 
Ben  Bella.

That  good  faith  negotiations  be- 
gin between  Whites  and  Negro 
leaders;  that  city  officials  appeal 
to  citizens  to  obey  desegregation 
rulings;  that  state  troopers  leave 
the  city;  and  that  negro  police- 
men be  hired.

International  Atmosphere  Create 
By  Students  Using  Language  Lc 


Languag^e  students  make  good  use  of  tapes,  records  and 
short  wave  radio  in  the  laboratory  specially  designed  to 
aid  in  pronunciation  of  foreign  words  and  expressions. 
Here  an  instructor  plays  a tape  to  lab  students. 


I The  language  laboratory  be^n- 
I ning  its  second  year  of  operation 
' has  created  an  international  at- 
mosphere. The  laboratory,  locat- 
ed in  room  313  McKay  Bldg,  was 
almost  doubled  in  size  last  year 
giving  students  better  facilities 
to  learn  languages. 

The  laboratory  offers  tapes 
and  records  in  all  languages  in- 
cluding tlie  less  familiar  ones 
such  as  Russian,  Chinese,  Italian, 
Japanese,  Norwegian  and  Greek, 
according  to  Rey  Baird,  chairman 
of  the  language  laboratory. 

NINETY-SIX  students  enter  the 
laboratory  every  hour  between  7 
a.m.  and  9 p.m.  All  language  stu- 
dents are  required  to  go  to  the 
lab  from  one  to  four  times  a 
week. 

“The  students  listen  to  tapes 
and  records  in  a native  language 


and  try  to  mimick  the  voice,” 
said  Baird. 

An  audio-active  record  mach- 
ine makes  it  possible  for  the  stu- 
dent to  record  his  own  voice. 

“SHORT  WAVE  radios  get 
programs  and  cultural  material 
such  as  “Voice  of  America”  for 
laboratory  and  class  work,”  Baird 
stated. 

“The  radio  receives  native  for- 
eign stations  around  the  world,” 
he  continued. 

There  are  six  conversation 
rooms  where  students  may  be 
assigned  to  a native  informant  to 
converse  in  the  native  tongue. 

THE  LABORATORY  is  used 
part  time  by  the  language  miss- 
ionary institute.  Between  200  and 
300  missionaries  use  the  lab  each 
day  to  aid  them  in  leai’ning  Por- 
tuguese and  Spanish.
